160 west from Greenwich. The steward 
of the vessel exhibitssome fine speci- 
mens of dist, which he says were ob.

He had aise specimens 
of quartz end nugget gold. The captain 
crew of the vessel confirm his state 
ment. The discovery was made 120 
miles from Kadaik Island upon the 
Kuyak river, which debouches into Cook 
river, by a Rustian e°giveer who was 
prospecting. He was led to the effort by 
the appearance cf specimens which he 
obtained from the Indians, The second 
mines discovered are about sixty miles 
above Sitka, between Mount Fair- 
weather and the Cbilout river. The third 
discovery is upon one of the islands, the 
name of which was not known. Ia the 
Kuoyak river mines the gold is found 
siong the river banks and in the gu'ches 
of the Chigmit mountaine. The Kuyak 
river is navigable for light draft vesse!s 
for forty miles above its junotion with 
Cock river. On account of the climate 
the mine can only ba worked for five 
months of the year. At the time the 
Ann Eliza left rumors of silver discover- 
ies Were common, but doubt was enter- 
tained of its existence; gold, however,

THE GALLOWs. 


Horrible Scenes atan Execution 
in Prince Edwara’s Island. 


From the Charlotte, now (Prince Edward) 
North Star, April 13.) 
One of the most frightful scenes which 
ever occurred in a civilized land took 
lace on Pownal Square, on Tueeday 
ast. We refer to the execution of 
Dowey. A thrill of horror ran through 
the community as the detsi's of the 
frightful occurrence became known. 
Even the large crowd present, of all de- 
grees of society, were so far moved at the 
terrible spectacle as to denounce, in loud 
tones, the proceedings as murderous. 
We have aeked ourselves, in contempla- 
tion of the Dowey tragedy, whether we 
live in & civilized, humane community, 
and in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century. 
The prisoner did not appear to be the 
least wervous or excited, and waiked 
firnily up the stairs, and on to the plat- 
form, where a chair was placed for him 
while he read hisspeech. He had nocap 
on; a black overcoat was loosely thrown 
ovcr his shoulders; his overcoat and vest 
(of biack cloth) were open, showing his 
shirt-front, with a miniature of his wife 
and mother attached to his shirt besom ; 
he had on Arey pants and a pair of socks 
Having seated himself on the chair, he 
proceeded to read, in a distinct and loud 
voice, his confession of guilt. 
When he concluded his speech he was 
conducted back to the ingiosed portion 
ef the platform by the clergymen in at- 
tendance; where they engaged in prayer 
for five minu'teer, the prisoner earnestly 
joining therein on his bended knees. 
Dowey continu:d praying until the 
hangmen withdreW, and cut the rope 
which hrldthetrap. He immediately 
fell, andin the descent the rope broke 
about two feet above his neck, and he 
fell heavily on his side on the ground, 
pening 5 a distance of about sixteex 
feet. eappeared stunned for a few 
seconde, when he raised himself to his 
knees and attempted to loosen the rope 
around his neck. 
When the prisoner fell, great excite- 
ment prevailed inthe multuude, anda 
general surge was made to break in the 
semi-circle formei by the guard, Capt. 
McIntyre promptly his men about, 
with fixed bayonets, which had the 
effect of repelling the crowd, while the 
licemen who were on the spot un- 
nosed the rope from the prisoner’s neck, 
and carried him into the jail, where he 
wae immediately attended by Dr. Mack- 
eleon. Although much shocked, it was 
discovered that he had eustained no fatal 
injury. While the carpenters, under 
the euperintendence of Mr. W. Long: 
worth, were refitting — the 
risoner, who appear weak, Was 
eee to lie down, and was offered 
wine, which he refused. 

When everything was again ready—an 
hour having elapsed in the prepsrations, 
Dowey was carried cut of the jail and up 
on the seaffold by Constables Heartz and 
Mc Quilton and two policemen. He was 
seated in a chair while the same horrible

A Review of the Year 1868, 


In England, during the racing season 
of 1868, says the London Telegraph, 
jockeys abd trainers knew no rest save 
on Sundays, from the 18th of February 
to the 20th of November.

W eatherby’s office in 1849, no fewer than 
1870 foals are recorded as having been 
born in 1868. During the first named 
year, which saw Voltigeur win his soli- 
tary two year old race at Richmond, in 
Yorkshire, before he bscame the properly 
of Lord Zstland, there were only 264 
two year olds stripped in public. During 
the last named year, which saw another 
great popular idol—Blue Gown—achieve 
his memorable victory for the Derby, 
the two year old contests in which Pero 
Gomez, Belladrum and Wild Oats took 
part, introduced to the publie gaze no 
fewer than 844 youngsters. I'rom these 
figures we learn that within nineteen 
years our two year old runners have al- 
most quadrapied in number.

ANOTHER SHOOTING AFFRAY. 


A Feud between Rallirod Men 
Washed Out in Blood. 


A N.rrow Escape. 


The last thing on Sunday night and 
the first thing on Monday morning it 
Memphis was—a sbooting scrape. The 
frequent recurrence of these ‘affairs of 
the pave’’ and the readiness with which 
men rush to arms to settle difficulties or 
real or fancied ineults in this, our city of 
Memphis has become a standing re- 
prosch to us abror’. For heaven’s sake 
when will it cease? ‘The latest case, up 
to writing, isthe aff.ir between a Mr 
Douglas B. Dusenberry and Mr. Martin 
Conway, in which the latter was shot 
and seriously wounded by the former 
yesterday morning about ten c’clock. 
The affair occurred on the corner of | 
Washington and Main streets, and was 
about as follows: 

Both the parties are emplo in the 
shops of the Memphis and Caharleston 
Ratiroad, and afew days ago Mr. Con- 
way wentinto the shop where Mr. Du- 
senberry was working, and was very in- 
sulting to him, Mr. Dusenberry, think- 
ing that Conway was drinking, asked 
him ‘‘where he got hia liquer,’’ on which 
Conway, who is a very powerful map, 
seized Dusenberry and threw him down, 
bruising bim severely. Severai parties 
standing by interfered and putied Con- 
way off, but he broke loose from them 
and struck Dusenberry, blacking his 
eye. 

The parties were finally separated and 
Conway induced to go out of the shop, 


| but he left vowing punishment on Du. 


nberry. 
They did not meet again until yester- 
day, When they passed each other iv 
front of the drug store on the corner of 
Main and Washington streets. Conway 
furned to Dusenberry and, calling him a 
name, téld him that he intended to whip 
him. Duasenberry made some reply, 
when Conway again repeated this threat 
and added that: he would shoot Dusen- 
berry. 

Tue latter turned to several parties 
who had..gathered around and asked 
them if they heard the threat. They 
said they did. Dusenbarry then, without 
saying a word, drew his pistol, laid it 
across his left arm, aud brought it down 
on Conway, who raised his left arm to 
protect himself, 

It was lucky he did so—forif he had 
pot, the bails which a moment after left 


buried in his heart. As they were the 
shots took effect in his arm—one going 
in at the wrist and coming out about 
midway the elbow, and the other enter- 
ing atthe elbow and coming vut hal‘- 
way to the shoulder—making two paip- 
ful, but, as we remzrked, not dangerous 
wounds. The wounded man was imme- 
diately taken into the drug store and bis 
wounds dressed. Mr. Dusenberry gave 
bimseif in charge of a policeman and 
= carried to the First District station- 
ouse.

The losses caused 
by seven years’ war cannot be made 
yvod in two or three years of peace. And 
yet the prospects of the hour are 80 fa- 
vorable that we havea right to expect 
much, and to it soon. 2 3 

‘These facts come directiy home to ou 

»wn interests. They underlie a good and 


| growing demand for our manufactures of 


every sort, with a pleasing assurance of 
payment and acomforting certainty that 
the raw meteria! will sustain the con- 
sumption, and that prices will slowly 
tend downward. They are the very 
facts that are wanted to give to our com- 
merce the impetus it feeis on the Pacific 
coast, but has so long been without on 
he Atlantic. With such a tonic as is 
thus farnished, the pleasant anticipa 
tions that now rule of future business 
may be regarded as well founded. When 
we add what may be safely reckoned of 
tbe crops of the current year in all sec- 
tiona, there is certainly reason for cour- 
age and enterprise. 
‘TRADE. 

April will long be remembered as acool | 
wet and-dissgreeable month. It bas 
gone, and but tittle work was accom- 
plished in it by the planter, and take it 
allin all we hope never to see its like 
egain. The present month so far gives 
but little promise of improvement. It 
opened upon us with a cold wind and 
rain, while Sunday morning was ajso 
chiily and damp. It cleared up towards 
evening, and to-day was more pleasant 
and seasonabie. The weather, probably 
as much as anything else, affected busi- 
ness, which was decidedly dull. This 
compiaint is not confined to Memphi:, 
but is general ail over this country and 
Europe, and will continue so while pro- 
Visions of every kind remain so enor 
mouely and out of proportion witb 
labor. With meats retailing at 20c per 
pound, and the laborer getting no more 
wages, as ® general thing throughout the 
South, than before the war, it must not 
be expected that business will prozper. 
The enormous; grain crops of the West, 
now we may say just getting to market, 
must be cousumed, and though dealers 
in the North claim that prices have de- 
clined aimost ruinously they will find 
that they have nut yet feund their levei. 

Ia Dry Goods there is no change since 
lust week of any consequence. Some 
of our dealers who have large stocks of 
the heavier styles of spripg goods are 
making concessions on account of the 
advanced stage of the season, but there 
is no material decline in the East, and 
prices here may be quoted steady.
